New Orleans, June 11. — At the 
time 1 lost my bearing I saw a 

beautiful light in one corner of Ihe 
room. It reminded me of light 
ning. In the midst of this light 
there appeared an angel, I remem- 
ber the scene perfectly. The I 
lasted for a moments, then disap- 
peared as suddenly as it cam 

These words were written to day 
by St. Julian Hen fro, who was 
stricken deaf and dumb in Chicago 
last Tuesday immediately after he 
had expressed disbelief in the 
ence of God. 

In further description of h 
pcrience he wrote: — 

"I told my friends that unless 
the tied they believed in would 
strike me deaf and dumb I would 
not believe there was one. Almost 
as soon as I finished the sentence 
the power of speech was taken 
away from me, and a few minutes 
afterward 1 was unable to hear any- 
thing my friends were saying, nor 
was I aware of any noise going on 
about. I was stricken so siidileiily 
that 1 hardly knew what happened 
I tried to address my friends, but 
that was impossible, and since that 
day I have been unable to In 
utter a word. 

"Now I am sure there is a God 
and have every reason to believe 
that Qod wants me to work for Him 
From now on 1 shall spend my life 
in His service. 1 believe my pow- 

era will be returned to me through 

the same source from which 1 was 
relieved of them."

Renfro was horn of religious 
parents in Shreveport, but did not 

lake kindly to the solemn teachings 
of his mother, and left home several 
years ago, coming lo Chicago and 
going to work in the offiOC of a North 

Side tannery as shipping clerk. 

I, ast September he engaged a room 
in the fiat, of Mrs. Gillen, 208 Wells 
Street, and there met several young 
men, with whom he formed a close 
friendship, 

Four of the young men were play- 
ing wdiist last Tuesday night when 
their conversation took a religious 
turn and they abandoned the game. 
Three of the four expressed a belief 
in Ood, but Retifro declared he was 
an agnostic. 

" I would believe in God if I 
COnld," he said, "but I have read a 
good deal of IngersoH's writings and 
am unable to have faith."

An instant later he fell forward, oil 
his chair, anil on to the Boor. 

At firs! Renfro's companions 
thought him dead, and then they 
concluded he was Shamming. 

Eventually they rushed cut, one for 

a physician another for water. 
Mrs. Oillen was summoned and wms 
in the room before Ihe physician, 
Dr. 0. O. Draper. 808 

( Ihicago Avenue, an Ived. 
Mrs. oiii-n spoke to Renfro, but 

gained no response. Dr. Draper 
found the youth's heart to be ani- 
mal and was inclined lo consider 

the attack purely a nervous one. 

The physician was told of the roli- 
gious argument,, and also that 

Renfro had been studying bard, 

and late into the night, and had 
been worrying slightly over a love 
affair. The doctor ordered Kcnl'ro 
tO arise, but seemingly he could 
not hear. 

"I fell, (hat RenfrO had become 
•cited and was SUfferil 
pawing DSTV0UI attack, which 
change of surroundings would 
cause to pass away," explained Dr. 
Draper last night. "I spoke 
sharply to the youth because in 
some nervous allacks sympathy is 
the worst thing to oiler and only 
reacts on the patient with ill 
SffeOt.

The Oallandat Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memorial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
!>.!>., by the traction of a Parish 
Building for 8t. Ann's Church for 

Deaf-MntM. The present Chuieli 
is Situated On M8II1 Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is huill 
some twenty-five feet baek from the 
line of the street to permit the erec- 
tion of snch a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a I ■ 
to the church edifice and bo a center 
of religious an1 social life amongst 
the silent peoples. Or. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial to him that 
this work bo now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the doaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy « 
plot of ground about forty-five feot 
along tho street front and twenty- 
flve feet in depth. It, will be three 
stories In height, with a basement, 

and will bo used tor the social, re- 

llgieus and industrial needs or the 

deaf-mules of New York. The 
amount required for " Tho Gallau- 
det Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itHolf, in Its position and purpose, 

will form a conspicuous monument 

to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heaitily endorse tho memorial.
